YOBS who vandalised cars 
in Stourbridge have been 
made to meet their victims 
by police as part of a reha¬ 
bilitation project. 

Two boys, aged 13 and 12, 
and a 15-year-old girl were 
also made to hand over a 
total of £776 to pay for re¬ 
pairs, as part of a ‘restora¬ 
tive justice’ scheme. 

Pc Reg Steele and Pc 
Vivek Rai organised the 
meeting at Halesowen po¬ 
lice station after damage 
was caused to a number of 
cars in the Lye area. 

The first offences dated 
back to June when a resi¬ 
dent in Lye reported their 
Mercedes and Hyundai 
cars had been scratched. 
Investigations revealed the 
offence had been captured 
on CCTV, which lead to the 
identification of the two. 
Both admitted using stones 
to scratch the cars. 

In a separate act, a 
15-year-old girl admitted 
throwing pink paint over 
a Vauxhall and an Audi on 
July 22. Police received a 
tip-off that she had been 
bragging about it. 

Pc Steele said: “The trio 
all admitted their involve¬ 
ment and as none of them 
had any previous convic¬ 
tions we approached the 
owners of the cars to see 
if they would be happy to 
deal with the matter out of 
courtT_

THE brother of a 48-year- 
old woman found dead in a 
Smethwick street has spo¬ 
ken of his family’s heart¬ 
ache. 

Police launched a murder 
investigation following the 
discovery of Glynis Bensley 
in Cheshire Road last week. 

Her brother Adrian Bens¬ 
ley said: “We cannot believe 
that anyone would want to 
cause harm to our lovely 
sister.” 

A 14-year-old boy was ar¬ 
rested in connection with 
her death and been released 
on bail. 


PLAN FOR CARE 
HOME REJECTED 


PROPOSALS for a children’s care 
home on land next to a football and 
cricket ground have been thrown out 
over concerns about traffic. 

Developers have started building homes on 
the former War Memorial Club site in Am- 
blecote High Street after they won planning 


permission last year. 

But they resubmitted sep¬ 
arate proposals to create a 
young children’s care home 
on the site ext to the home 
of Stourbridge Football Club 
and the town’s cricket club. 

These plans had previ¬ 
ously surfaced twice before 
but had been withdrawn by 
the developers. 

This application would 
have used the homes being 
built and convert them into 
residential units for chil¬ 
dren. 

Withdrawn 

Several councillors on 
Dudley Council’s planning 
committee raised fears 
over traffic and the impact 
on nearby residents. They 
went against planning of¬ 
ficers’ advice, who had rec¬ 
ommended approval for 
the scheme on land next to 
the War Memorial Athletic 
Ground. The councillors 
unanimously voted to refuse 
the scheme. 

The application said the 
building would be an eight- 
bed residential home for 
children aged six to 16 with 
learning difficulties. 

The development is in 
the ward of Councillor Pat 
Martin, who spoke against 
the plans on behalf of three 
Amblecote councillors. She 
said: “What has happened 
since they were asked to 
withdraw their first appli¬ 
cation because it would be 
refused because of the huge 
traffic problems? Has the

site changed? Has the traf¬ 
fic changed? Have the roads 
changed? The answer is no. 
The only thing that has 
changed are the planners 
who have now decided that 
what was dangerous a few 
months ago is now safe. 

“It seems to have been 
forgotten that children’s 
lives are being played with 
when they should be in a 
safe as place as possible. I 
have never seen so many 
valid objections for a site.” 

Tommy Wong, who spoke 
on behalf of applicant Bains 
Builder Limited, said: “We 
appreciate everyone’s con¬ 
cerns for the children and 
want to reassure everyone 
that the homes will be built 
up to standards.” 

He said the council’s high¬ 
ways officers stated that the 
children’s home would bring 
just five extra cars a day and 
also approved plans for nine 
parking spaces. 

Planning committee 
chairman Councillor Qadar 
Zada said: “What also con¬ 
cerns me is that this may 
all have been a care home 
from the start and this is 
but a mechanism of getting 
to the final destination. I 
am not happy to support an 
application where I may put 
children in a position where 
they don’t enjoy their nat¬ 
ural environment as they 
would anywhere else.”

Hopefully one day you will 
grow up and think a bit 
more about the risks of your 
behaviour to other people. 

“You should be ashamed 
of yourself but I suspect you 
are not.” 


Hospital volunteer retires

A HOSPITAL volunteer who has helped 
raise more than £100,000 for a ward has 
retired following 13 years of service. 

Tony Smith was initially admitted to 
hospital suffering severe back injuries in 
an accident at work. After seven years of 
treatment at the pain relief ward he began 
fundraising and set up the Support Group 
for Pain Relief with fellow patient Gwen 
Timmins. The group ran fundraising stalls 
at fairs in the region until the ward moved 
to Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley where 


sales are held in the hospital reception. In 
13 years it raised a total £107,000. 

Last week Mr Smith, aged 66, from Hale¬ 
sowen, had to step down due to increasing 
chronic pain. The group will continue under 
the management of Mrs Timmins, aged 71, 
who was awarded an MBE for her work 
supporting hospitals. She said: “Tony has 
done a great job and will be missed.” Mr 
Smith added: “I’m sad to be leaving but the 
pain has got so bad I’m struggling to make 
it to the hospital on a regular basis.” 


Victim is

Public help 
in bid to 
track down 
dog killer 

AN APPEAL launched af¬ 
ter a dog was found hanged 
outside a primary school 
has had a ‘good response’ 
with officers at the RSPCA 
working on several lines of 
enquiry. 

The male Staffie Mastiff 
cross dog was discovered 
dead close to Kates Hill Pri¬ 
mary School in Dudley four 
weeks ago. 

The dog’s death sparked 
outrage in the community, 
with several people offering 
rewards for information, in¬ 
cluding Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin and a millionaire 
businessman. 

RSPCA spokesman Andy 
Robbins said no-one had 
yet been arrested but they 
were working on a number 
of lines of enquiry. 

He said: “There is not 
much which can be said 
publicly as the investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing. We did have 
a number of calls from the 
public with information and 
we are grateful. There has 
been a good response.” 

The RSPCA is investi¬ 
gating with West Midlands 
Police. 

A passer-by found the 
animal tied to a railing 15ft 
above street level in Bishop 
Close, in the early hours of 
June 28. The dog, which was 
estimated to be between one 
and two-years-old, was not 
micro-chipped. 

1,000 apply 
for 30 jobs

Landmark church is forced to close down 



St Luke’s Church, High Street, Cradley Heath 


A CHURCH in Cradley Heath which has 
been part of the community since early Vic¬ 
torian times is to close due to costs. 

A repair bill of £750,000 is forcing the clo¬ 
sure of St Luke’s after almost 170 years of 
worship. The congregation of the church at 
High Street will move to St John’s Church 
in Dudley Wood after a final service on next 
month. The Rev Alicia Baker said work was 
needed to make the church ‘useable’ includ¬ 
ing replacing the roof. Church leaders de¬ 
cided they couldn’t afford the work. 

She said: “Because of the huge cost of 
repairs to the building, approximately 


£750,000, it’s time for the congregation to 
move on. The church council decided that 
the building was becoming in such a bad 
state of repair that it was going to become 
unusable. 

“The congregation was diminishing in 
size and we weren’t managing to pay our 
bills. We had to pay at the time £12,000 to 
the diocese every year, and we weren’t man¬ 
aging to pay that. It’s sad for people that 
the church is closing but at least there will 
be a building on the High Street to be used 
by the community.” 

“Over recent years we have joined to¬ 


gether for worship and social events (at St 
John’s) as well as fundraising and commu¬ 
nity work, so the pain of leaving our beloved 
building will be lessened knowing that we 
have a welcoming place waiting for us. It 
also means that weddings, baptisms and 
funerals will now take place at St John’s.” 

An open day is held at St Luke’s on Sat¬ 
urday, September 20, from 10am to 4pm for 
anyone who would like to have a last look. 
Bishop of Dudley, the Right Rev Graham 
Usher, will lead the final act of worship at 
10.30am on October 19 and there will be a 
procession from St Luke’s to St John’s.

Agent Barron Virgo, 
from Great Barr-based In¬ 
tegrated Designs & Asso¬ 
ciates, said: “The building 
has become an eyesore and 
beyond repair, our intention 
is to demolish it and start 
again with a scheme giving 
a productive and more ap¬ 
propriate use.” 

The move comes after 
planners gave the go-ahead 
for the demolition of The 
Freebodies Tavern on St 
John’s Road, which has 
been empty for more than 
five years, to make way for 
ten family homes.

A READER asks, rather unkindly. “This ice-bucket chal¬ 
lenge thing. Is it just a cheap alternative to a weekend in 
Wales?” 

CAN we take it for granted that William Pooley will get 
a gong in the next Honours List for risking his life to save 
the life of others in the Ebola virus epidemic? Or does he 
have to sing pop songs, row a boat or ride a bike very fast 
as well? 

MEREDYDD Hughes, head of South Yorkshire Police 
between 2004 and 2011, was damned by one tabloid for 
concentrating on speeding offences instead of child abus¬ 
ers. So let us turn the clock back to 2004. Tony Blair is 
prime minister. Charles Clarke is Home Secretary. Harriet 
Harman is Solicitor-General. And Chief Constable Hughes 
suddenly declares: “My priority is to stop Pakistani men 
raping little girls.” He would have been sacked so fast you 
wouldn’t have seen him for dust. Cops may share the guilt 
but the blame for this nightmare goes all the way to Down¬ 
ing Street. 

THERE’S just one snag with the new school targets on 
grammar. The teachers can’t teach. Alice Philips, president 
of the Girls’ Schools Association, says thousands of young 
teachers have “little or no grounding in English language 
or grammar.” Does that surprise anyone? We are steadily 
becoming an illiterate nation, blessed with the finest lan¬ 
guage this planet has ever seen but quite unable to use it. 

SO the Czech Republic with a population of just 10 
million has proton-beam cancer treatment but the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom, with six times the population, does not. Two 
things that we Brits are supposed to cherish have been 
exposed as rubbish in the Ashya King saga — British jus¬ 
tice and the NHS. 

AFTER Justin Webb almost 
made an unfortunate spoon¬ 
erism on the Today pro¬ 
gramme (Radio 4) this week, 
BBC announcers mentioning 
the Great British Bake-Off 
should try to avoid describing 
it as “the hit baking show.” 
Older readers may recall a 
similar spoonerism many 
years ago by Billy Cotton 
in his Bandshow, a national 
institution enjoyed live by a 
BBC audience of millions. In 
one sketch set in a Wild West 

saloon, Cotton was supposed to introduce a character 
called the Dead-Shot Kid. It came out as the Dead **** 
Cod. 

MORE from Max Hastings’s new book about the out¬ 
break of war in 1914, Catastrophe. Some of the priceless 
quotes he has unearthed could have come straight out of 
Blackadder Goes Forth. After one great battle, the com¬ 
manding officer of the Grenadier Guards wrote to his wife: 
“The men are splendid and I think their bravery in disre¬ 
garding danger is largely due to British stupidity.” 

IF you ever thought Olympic glory was all about fun, 
consider the words of the England rowing champ Andrew 
Triggs Hoggs who told us this week that the abiding motto 
of his sport is: “A happy boat is a slow boat.” If you start to 
enjoy it, that’s when you lose. 

DESPITE spending millions on adverts, the Army Re¬ 
serve (formerly Territorial Army) signed up only 140 new re¬ 
cruits in the first six months of this year. No surprises there. 
The TA was traditionally a citizen army, to be mobilised 
in the event of general war. The Army Reserve is a subs’ 
bench for any madcap adventure ordered by Downing 
Street. There is a world of difference between joining up to 
keep the Hun on the other side of the Channel and getting 
your head chopped off in Iraq for a cause you don’t under¬ 
stand by a feral pack of demented jihadists from Cardiff.

TWENTY-EIGHT veterans of the 
Normandy landings have come for¬ 
ward to claim France’s highest or¬ 
der of merit following an appeal in 
The Chronicle’s sister daily news¬ 
paper the Express & Star. 

The Legion d’Honneur is being 
offered to every surviving British 
veteran of D-Day but they must 
apply for it. The E&S urged veter¬ 
ans t o come forward after the Royal 


British Legion in Wolverhampton 
said only six former city soldiers 
had so far asked about it. But now, 
more than quadruple the number, 
including men from Stafford and 
Kingswinford, have got in touch 
with RBL Wolverhampton welfare 
officer Joy Widdowson, who is help¬ 
ing them make applications.

has been given to people who have 
done something that has served 
France or the ideals it upholds.

Members of the Order must have 
their nomination sanctioned by a 
17-member panel led by the Grand 
Master of the Legion, currently 


French President Frangois Hol- 
lande. It was awarded to 746 mem¬ 
bers of the British Armed Forces 
during the Crimean War. 

Mrs Widdowson said: “I’m now 
awaiting replies from the French 
embassy to see how we go about get¬ 
ting the medals to their recipients. 
Many of them are 90 or 91 years old 
now.”

Revamp of market 
place facing delays 


A MULTI-MILLION-pound revamp of Dudley’s 
historic market place faces delays after hit¬ 
ting ‘unforeseen problems’. 

Businesses have already voiced concerns over disruption 
to trade following the start of the works which began back 
in January and saw traders temporarily moved off the site. 

Council bosses today admitted there would be disruption 
to the works but claimed the project will continue. 


Works had been taking 
place in the market place it¬ 
self on installing new stalls 
but this will switch to the 
New Street side of the mar¬ 
ket after a major snag. 

Bosses from Dudley 
Council had hoped the new 
stalls would be put in place 
towards the end of October 
but now admit they do not 
how long the delays will last. 

Stallholders have urged 
council bosses to work fast 
to resolve problems before 
the winter arrives. 

Temporary stalls have 
been arranged on the other 
side of the town’sl9th cen¬ 
tury fountain with addi¬ 
tional stalls set up in Stone 
Street Square at busy times. 
But chairman of Dudley 
Market Traders’ Associ¬ 
ation, Len Lenihan, says 
these would not stand up to 
wintry conditions. 

“It is worrying and con¬ 
cerning for market traders 
to hear about these delays,” 
he said. “At this moment we 
are not fully aware of the 
total length of the delays 
and that is a problem. 

“We do not really want to 
be on these temporary stalls

in the winter and the coun¬ 
cil need to come up with an 
innovative way to more for¬ 
ward. On these temporary 
stalls there is water running 
between the stalls in the 
rain and it would be like a 
skating rink in the winter.” 

Dudley Council’s regener¬ 
ation boss Councillor Judy 
Foster said: “We have to 
modify part of the steel work 
to accommodate an unfore¬ 
seen problem with ground 
levels. As a consequence, 
our planned works are being 
reprogrammed and work 
will now begin at the other 
end of the scheme (in New 
Street). There will be some 
disruption to the scheme. 
However, it is too early to 
determine the length of any 
delay at this stage.” 

Parts of New Street and 
Castle Street were closed 
to lay paving. Castle Street, 
New Street and Fisher 
Street re-opened to traffic 
last month. Four parking 
spaces, ring and ride and 
disabled bays have been cre¬ 
ated in Castle Street.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans for a waste recycling 
plant in Brierley Hill have 
organised a public meeting 
to discuss the latest plans. 

Clean Power has resub¬ 
mitted plans for land off 
Moor Street with improved 
odour management arrange¬ 
ments after a previous plan¬ 
ning application was thrown 
out by Dudley Council. 

The revamped plan al¬ 
ready faces opposition from 
Say No to Waste campaign 
group, which has organised 
a meeting for September 
15 at Hawbush Primary 
School, in Hawbush Road, 
at 7.30pm. 

In the revised applica¬ 
tion internal air-locks are 
proposed at three vehicle 
entrances to the building. 
It is Clean Power’s second 
application after its initial 
proposals were thrown out 
amid concerns smells could 
waft over homes. 

The six-acre plant could 
process about 195,000 tons 
of waste a year, creating en¬ 
ergy for up to 10,000 homes. 
It would create 34 jobs. 

A spokesman said: “Our 
proposals represent a very 
significant waste and recy¬ 
cling investment in Brierley 
Hill. It is needed so that the 
area does not continue land- 
filling and burning waste 
that could and should be 
better utilised.”

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Man finds 
his heroin 
addicted 
son dead 

A HEROIN addict who was 
found dead by his father 
died of an overdose, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Andrew Harper, 48, died 
at Kenilworth Court in 
Dudley on May 12 after 
his father, Arthur Harper, 
found him on the floor in his 
living room. He called for an 
ambulance but paramedics 
could do nothing to save 
himd. 

Mr Harper said his son, 
a former haulage driver, 
had been a heroin addict 
for 20 years but had kicked 
the habit after spending 
nine months in prison last 
year. He said: “I suspect he 
got talking to people again 
and started taking it again 
around Christmas. When I 
found him I thought he was 
having a diabetic fit,because 
I had found him in that po¬ 
sition before.” 

Senior coroner for the 
Black Country Robin Bal¬ 
main said a pathologist’s re¬ 
port showed that Mr Harper 
had 118 microgrammes of 
morphine, derived from her¬ 
oin, in his blood. He told the 
court at Smethwick Council 
House that death is overdose 
levels can be anywhere be¬ 
tween lOOmcg and 500mcg 
per litre of blood. He added: 
“The medical cause of death 
was heroin toxicity. The 
message for everybody here 
is these drugs will probably 
end up killing you.” 

Jam-buster

Residents' air quality fear over crossing 


A FRESH bid by a college to install a pe¬ 
destrian crossing between two campuses 
in Dudley town centre has drawn further 
opposition from nearby residents. 

Dudley College lodged an appeal after 
plans for the puffin crossing in Tower 
Street, Dudley, were thrown out by council¬ 
lors on the planning committee. It followed 
objections from residents who were worried 
that it would result in noise disturbance 
due to students gathering at the site. 

They were also concerned that queuing 
traffic at the crossing would cause air qual¬ 
ity problems. 

But, in the appeal to the Planning Inspec¬ 


torate, a statement on behalf of the college 
described any impact on nearby residents 
and air quality as ‘mostly negligible and at 
worst minor’. 

The college wants the crossing installed 
in a bid to reduce the risk of an accident 
and claims the crossing between the Evolve 
campus and Broadway centre would provide 
a safe walkway for 1,500 students. 

Resident Colin Knipe, of Priory Close, 
said that did not outweigh disruption it 
would cause to traffic. He added: “While the 
opening of Evolve has led to students and 
some staff walking from Evolve to the main 
Broadway campus and back, the peak pe¬ 


destrian movements are at different times 
of day to the busiest road traffic periods. 

“The college’s own figures show that at 
peak traffic times the crossing would cause 
significant additional queuing and knock-on 
effects.” 

Another resident, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “It would be horrendous. With 
the backing up of vehicles and the burning 
of fuel, it would be unbearable to live near. 
It’s bad enough as it is near the main road 
for air quality, this would make it awful.” 

Councill officers said that when traffic 
was stationary the air quality in the im¬ 
mediate vicinity of the queue would, in the 


opinion of the committee, be adversely af¬ 
fected due to increased exhaust emissions. 

The proposal by the college came after 
the opening of the Evolve campus two years 
ago. Built on the site of the former fire sta¬ 
tion, it accommodates up to 800 students a 
day and is part of the college’s £36m Learn¬ 
ing Quarter in the town centre. 

Following the refusal of the application, 
principal Lowell Williams described it as a 
‘shock decision’. Studentstook part in the 
demonstration wearing T-shirts with tyre 
marks across them. 

The appeal will be decided at a planning 
inquiry later this year. 


Ex-soldier nurse behind 


biggest ammo haul jailed

A FORMER ambulance controller 
based at Brierley Hill has been 
jailed for seven years after a raid 
at her home found the biggest 
haul of ammunition and explo¬ 
sives ever found by West Mid¬ 
lands Police. 

Joanne Morris had seven sticks of 
lastic explosives and a home-made 
omb when police swooped on her 
home in Station Street, Bloxwich on 
November 14 last year. 

During a three-and-a-half day search 
of the property officers also seized 1,990 
rounds of live ammunition, a dismantled 
12-bore shotgun and 15 detonators. Resi¬ 
dents, local businesses and Bloxwich police 
station nearby were evacuated as the in¬ 
credible haul was uncovered. 

Chemical warfare protection suits and 
ration packs were also discovered at the 
address along with two samurai swords, a 
harpoon and a number of air pistols. Police 
said it looked like she was preparing for ‘a 
World War 3 Doomsday scenario’. 

On the second day of the search bomb-dis¬ 
posal experts from the Army were called in 
to conduct a controlled explosion on five 
detonators found buried in a flowerbed in 
the back garden. 

Transgender 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court yester¬ 
day the 48-year-old, also a former soldier, 
was handed a seven-year prison sentence 
after Judge John Warner said she had ‘a 
long-standing obsession with weapons’. 

Morris, who is transgender and was a 
man known as Paul Morris at the time of 
the raid worked as a nurse at New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton and an am¬ 
bulance controller in Brierley Hill. Police 
carried out a dawn raid on the property 
after border agency staff intercepted a par¬ 
cel from the US containing gun parts ad¬ 
dressed to her. The court was told a search 
- involving more than 100 officers and cost¬ 
ing £50,000 - revealed the arms cache. 

Mr Hugh O’Brien Quinn, prosecuting, 
said: “There was a huge quantity of ammu¬ 
nition, plastic explosives and other weapons 
stored insecurely. Morris was not deemed 


suitable to be in possession of any of it. She 
was obsessed with weapons.” 

Morris had accumulated the large stash 
of ammunition over 20 years. She claimed 
to have held onto a collection of 476 deadly 
hollow-point cartridges from her time as a 
member of the Charter Gun Club in Wales, 
while the explosives and detonators were 
from her time in the Army. 

Morris served with the Royal Engineers 
for 10 years. During her tenure she was a 
man based at barracks in Wiltshire and saw 
service in the Falklands before being dis¬ 
charged in 1992. She had a firearms licence 
but this was withdrawn in April 1993 after 
she accidentally shot her wife in the leg 
while cleaning a revolver. Morris received a 
conditional discharge for the offence,. 

The court was told that on the second 
day of the search officers found what they 


thought was a grenade, which turned out 
to be a relatively harmless smoke gre¬ 
nade. But during a search of a flowerbed, 
15 detonators, seven sticks of PD4 plastic 
explosives, 16 metres of safety fuse and a 
firing device were unearthed. This led to an 
evacuation of the area while bomb disposal 
experts carried out as series of explosions. 
Mr O’Brien Quinn said: “If all seven sticks 
of the PD4 were initiated the number of 
casualties and damage to buildings would 
have been substantial.” 

Morris joined the Territorial Army after 
leaving the regular army, before she was 
took a position as a nurse at New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton in 2003. She 
left the job after she was attacked by a pa¬ 
tient in 2009 and received compensation. 
She was working at Brierley Hill ambu¬ 
lance control centre at the time of arrest. 


Mr Brian Dean, defending, said the am¬ 
munition was unusable, while the parts of 
the shotgun recovered were damaged be¬ 
yond repair. He added: “She is emotionally 
intelligent and coherent, not hostile or ag¬ 
gressive. She has long held a powerful de¬ 
sire to live her life as a woman and had led 
a blameless life. She is a gentle soul.” 

Morris pleaded guilty to four counts of 
possessing an explosive substance, four 
counts of unlawful possession of ammuni¬ 
tion, possessing a shotgun and making an 
explosive substance. 

Wearing a grey business suit and blouse, 
she showed no emotion as she was sen¬ 
tenced. Ordering custody in a male jail, 
Judge Warner told her: “I accept transgen¬ 
der issues will have had a profound effect on 
your life, but they are wholly unconnected 
to your culpability for the crimes.”

Brewery to spring 
back for university 



DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 
reveals ambitious plans for 
a campus and school at 
the derelict Springfield site 

THE derelict former M&B 
Springfield Brewery site in 
Wolverhampton is to be trans¬ 
formed into a university cam¬ 
pus and school under £60 mil¬ 
lion plans. 

The University of Wolverhampton 
has agreed to buy the fire-ravaged 
brewery to create a centre to edu¬ 
cate students wanting careers in the 
construction industry 

There are plans to redevelop the site 
to become the home of the new West 
Midlands University Technical Col¬ 
lege (UTC) for Construction, which the 
university is sponsoring along with the 
Construction Industry Training Board 
(CITB). 

Excellence 

And the university also plans to relo¬ 
cate its own School of Architecture and 
the Built Environment there. 

Vice-Chancellor of the University of 
Wolverhampton, Professor Geoff Layer, 
said: “This will provide a centre of ex¬ 
cellence with the most comprehensive 
construction education and training not 
only in the country but in Europe.” 

An agreement to buy the 12-acre site 
which has been vacant since 1991 when 
the Mitchells & Butler brewery closed, 
has been reached with the aim to finalise 
the deal in the next few months. 

It has not been revealed how much of 
the site, which dates back to 1873, will 
be preserved and which parts will be torn 
down. The brewery buildings were dam¬ 
aged by fires in 2004 and 2005. 

The site had long been set aside for 
housing and more than £2 million was 
spent bringing buildings back to their 


former glory so they could become 140 
flats. But the full plans never went 
ahead. The UTC will provide education 
for 14 to 19-year-olds with a special 
focus on construction skills. 

It will open in September 2015 on a 
temporary site before moving into new 
buildings at Springfield in September 
2016. 

The University’s School of Architec¬ 
ture and the Built Environment, which 
is based within the city centre campus, 
provides courses in construction man¬ 
agement, civil engineering, quantity 


surveying, architecture and environ¬ 
mental management. It has around 
1,000 students and is expected to grow 
by a third after the move. 

Professor Layer said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be working with the CITB in 
bringing this project together. 

“This is hugely positive news for the 
construction industry and for Wolver¬ 
hampton and the Black Country. 

“The development will put the area 
on the map in terms of construction 
education and training and will mean 
that we can provide skills and educa¬ 


tion from the age of 14, right through to 
senior professionals wanting to improve 
their own development. It is also excit¬ 
ing for the City of Wolverhampton. 

“It was a key factor for us to have 
this centre here in the city to support 
economic development by regenerating 
a brownfield site and creating jobs and 
providing the right skills needed by in¬ 
dustry. 

“This area has a history of manufac¬ 
turing and once up and running the 
centre will provide future opportunities 
for people to continue adding to that 
heritage.” 

Tom MacDonald, principal designate 
of WMCUTC added: “Being able to build 
the WMCUTC on the Springfield Brew¬ 
ery site is great news. 

“A formerly derelict site will now be¬ 
come the home of a world beating, state 
of the art UTC offering unique oppor¬ 
tunities and high quality education for 
talented students from across the West 
Midlands. 

Transform 

“Uniquely the first group of students 
to join us in September 2015 will also get 
to work on the design and planning for 
the new build. 

“In the years to come, the West Mid¬ 
lands Construction UTC will transform 
not only the career prospects of its stu¬ 
dents but the economy of a once derelict 
area of the city.” 

Councillor Peter Bilson, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton City Council’s deputy leader, said it 
was an exciting proposal. 

“This will breathe new life into a va¬ 
cant site and bring more jobs and oppor¬ 
tunity to our city,” he said. 

“The construction sector has a major 
role to play in the overall regeneration 
and long-term prosperity of Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“It is therefore important a skilled 
workforce is developed to take advan¬ 
tage of career opportunities that will 
arise over the next few years and this 
development can help us achieve that.”

MUCH has been written this 
week concerning the whys and 
wherefores of Dudley South MP 
Chris Kelly’s decision to stand 
down. 

He is going to finish the job he 
was elected to do, rather than 
seek to renew his term of office. 

But the big problem for the 
Conservatives is still one of tim¬ 
ing, as much as it is the loss of 
yet another MP from the 2010 
intake. 

When Mr Kelly was chosen 
as the Prospective Parliamenta¬ 
ry Candidate in 2007 there was 
the possibility of a snap election 
being called by the then relative- 
ly-new Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown. 

Labour’s decision not to go to 
the country until 2010 gave the 
Tory candidate a good few years 
to get himself known in the area, 
get to grips with local matters 
and build up support not just for 
the party, but personally. Now 
there are just eight months to go. 

If the Tories are to have any 
hope of a majority then they 
have to hold on to every single 
seat they won in 2010 and gain 
more. 

David Cameron cannot afford 
to lose Dudley South or let go of 
Cannock Chase, Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis, Stafford, Stour¬ 
bridge or Wolverhampton South 
West. 

Chris Kelly’s reasons for going 
are, he says, personal. Even so, 
there is a pattern the Conserva¬ 
tives have to address. 

As many as nine of the 2010 
intake - including Cannock 
Chase’s Aidan Burley - are 
throwing in the towel. Mr Bur¬ 
ley’s reasons are also of his 
own making. Had he not gone 
to a stag party where the groom 
wore a Nazi uniform, his career 
might not have been as brief. 

Being the incumbent MP usu¬ 
ally brings advantages if the 
candidate has a record in office 
they can stand by. The task for 
untested Labour candidates is 
now much easier than it was a 
few months ago. They will have 
been out on the streets, knock¬ 
ing doors for longer than the To¬ 
ries brought in to replace sitting 
MPs. 

The 2015 election will be 
fought on multiple fronts, with 
UKIP taking votes from all sides. 
It is hardly the ideal time for 
rookies. 

George Osborne is like a good 
house guest. When he turns up 
in the West Midlands he brings 
a present. 

A recent visit to the Black 
Country saw him promise fund¬ 
ing for the long-awaited new 
super hospital in Smethwick - 
something that had been drawn 
up under Labour but wasn’t de¬ 
livered. 

And when he went to Screwfix 
in Cannock he was the one who 
announced lots of new jobs on 
the way. It is a remarkable turna¬ 
round for a man who was booed 
at the Olympics because of his 
‘omnishambles’ budget to now 
be the one able to say to the 
electorate ‘we told you so’.

A COMMUNITY garden and allot¬ 
ments was looking glorious as guests 
toured the village site to see its trans¬ 
formation.

mo locked up for roles 
in £l.7m tobacco racket 


TWO members of a gang be¬ 
hind a £1.7million cigarette 
and tobacco smuggling rack¬ 
et have been jailed. 

Alan Nesbeth, aged 53, was 
put behind bars for five years 
while 28-year-old Jian Ning Yang 
was locked up for two-and-a-half 
years. 

Some of the contraband was sent 
into the country through the post in 
packages and parcels from China and 
Korea disguised as tea, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard last week. 
The rest was driven into the UK by 
the lorry load, explained Miss Heidi 
Kubik, prosecuting. 

The racket was smashed by Reve¬ 
nue and Customs investigators who 
swooped to seize hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of illicit cigarettes and tons of 
rolling tobacco. 

Storage 

A huge haul, on which £1.6 million 
duty had been evaded, was recovered 
after the juggernaut, in which it had 
been concealed among a load of steel 
wool, arrived at the Alligator Self Stor¬ 
age unit in Portway Road, Wednes- 
bury, in May 2013. 

Fifteen months earlier another raid 
by officials on the Leavesley Contain¬ 
ers in Wellington Road, Dudley, had 
unearthed tobacco and cigarettes on 
which £131,000 duty had been dodged. 
That had been smuggled into the 
country as either freight or in postal 
packages of ‘tea.’ 

Yang played an important role in 
the latter, acting as a link between the 
UK and Chinese arms of the operation 
because he spoke good English. Inves¬ 
tigators had watched him transferring 
heavy boxes from the container to his 
car. His green BMW was then tailed 
to a house in Greenhill Road, Hand- 
sworth, where more boxes and bin 
liners packed with tobacco were found.

Delivery companies were also seen 
dropping off packages at the address 
from which 8,000 illicit cigarettes and 
tobacco were recovered. A £38,175 
cash stash was later discovered at his 
home in Linwood Road, Dudley. 

Surveillance teams saw packages 
of ‘tea’ being collected from Bilston 
post office by 53-year-old Nesbeth and 
Renna Graham. The former was also 
spotted selling tobacco in the street 
outside the post office in the summer 
of2012. 

Around 10,800 cigarettes were 
found in the boot of Yang’s car when 
it was stopped by investigators while 
both Nesbeth and 63-year-old Graham 
were travelling as passengers. 

Nesbeth, of Glyn Avenue, Moxley, 
was seen at the Alligator Self Storage 
in May the following year where sur¬ 
veillance filmed boxes being unloaded 
from the lorry to a container that had 
been rented by him under the guise of 
storing electrical goods.

Yang had been an important player 
in the smuggling through Leavesley 
Containers while Nesbeth was a ‘facil¬ 
itator’ in the operation both there and 
at the Alligator Self Storage yard, the 
court was told. 

Graham, of Bradley Lane, Bilston 
had been paid £15-a-time to receive 
packages sent by the gang from China 
and Korea. 

Conspiracy 

She and Nesbeth were both con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to evade excise 
duty through the fraudulent importa¬ 
tion of cigarettes and tobacco between 
July 2011 and January 2013 while 
Yang admitted the offence. 

Graham was given a 15 month 
prison sentence suspended under su¬ 
pervision for 18 months. 

Judge Michael Dudley told them: 
“This was a highly sophisticated smug¬ 
gling operation involving Chinese and 
Korean connections.”

College labs In 
a £1 m revamp 

MORE than £1 million has been spent re¬ 
vamping science labs at Stourbridge Col- 
lege.Work to upgrade the facilities took 
place during the summer break. 

It comes as work continues on a £5 mil¬ 
lion scheme to create a new reception area 
and health and social care centre. It is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by February. 

Ben Grimley, assistant director for sci¬ 
ence, said: “We are all really excited by the 
prospect of moving the faculty into new 
purpose-built laboratories as part of the 
multi-million pound refurbishment of the 
Hagley Road site. This will now enable the 
college to deliver A-level physics alongside 
its other A-level sciences with A-level biol¬ 
ogy being one of the subjects achieving 100 
per cent pass rates this summer. 

“The new facilities will also enable more 
science courses to be offered to part-time 
students and adult learners as well as offer¬ 
ing bright, engaging and innovative learn¬ 
ing spaces for 16-19 year olds.” 


Jail for builder who made 
'hollow promise' over deal 


A FRAUDSTER who promised to pay 
his victims after making a deal with 
Nigerian president Goodluck Jona¬ 
than has been jailed for two years. 

Builder Mark Ware continued to trade for four 
months after his business encountered financial 
trouble in January 2010, leaving homeowners in 
the Stourbridge area thousands of pounds out of 
pocket. Ware took deposits from customers for 
work that was never finished and failed to pay 
suppliers, carpenters and plumbers. 

Ware, of Sutton Coldfield, pleaded guilty to 
three charges of VAT fraud and two of fraudu¬ 
lent trading earlier this year. He was due to be 
sentenced in June, and then in July, but the case 
was adjourned as the court heard that Ware was 


involved in a multi-million pound deal with the 
Nigerian president Goodluck Jonathan. 

It was said the deal would have earned Ware 
£2 million in bonuses which he could have used 
to pay off the debt. He was sent to prison after 
Birmingham Crown Court heard last week that 
the deal had not been completed. 

Judge Mary Stacey said the builder had been 
‘utterly reckless’. She told him: “You have 
swung us along for many months with the hope 
and expectation of being put into funds so that 
people could be paid back. It turned out to be a 
hollow promise.” 

Prosecutor Nicholas Cole told the court Ware 
launched four firms and took on building con¬ 
tracts in 2006. He could no longer pay his debts 
by January 2010 but continued trading for four 


months. Householders lost a total of £157,995. 

Martin Butterworth, defending, said Ware ac¬ 
cepted liabilities of up to £100,000. He added: 
“This whole venture was misconceived, that is, 
moving into an industry of which he had no ex¬ 
perience.” 

One of the victims, David Jerrom, of Oldswin- 
ford, said a number of Ware’s victims had come 
together to bring him to court with the help of 
Stourbridge MP Margot James, Bromsgrove MP 
Sajid Javid and a group called Scam Busters. 

Another victim, Peter Mitchelson, from Hag- 
ley, said: “This shouldn’t have taken four years 
to crawl through the justice system. If someone 
had walked into Oldswinford Post Office and sto¬ 
len £160,000 they would get five years in prison, 
and that’s what Ware should have got.” 


Lower speed 
on busy road 

A NEW speed limit was due to come into 
force on a busy dual carriageway in Quar¬ 
ry Bank this week 

The plans for Thorns Road - where a 
man died last year after being hit by a 
lorry - follow calls to make the road safer. 

Signs showing the reduction from 
40mph to 30mph should be going up this 
week. The new speed limit will cover all of 
Thorns Road, as well as parts of Pedmore 
Road. 

Thorns Primary School, Stevens Park, 
Lye Railway Station are situated along 
the road, where 26-year-old Sartaj Aziz 
was hit by a lorry ast year. 

Transport boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said: “The new limit will come into 
force when the revised signs are in place. 
This work is about making the area much 
safer for pedestrians, especially children 
and parents walking to and from school.”

Ifs a whole new stage 
in life for actor lennv

HE started his career do¬ 
ing impersonations of Frank 
Spencer and Tommy Cooper 
on the TV talent show New 
Faces in the 1970s. 

He became a household name 
creating comedy characters like 
DJ Delbert Wilkins, Theophilus 
E Wildebeeste and Trevor Mac- 
Doughnut on prime time TV 
shows in the 80s and 90s. 

But the 56-year-old Dudley-born 
funnyman Lenny Henry is turning his 
back on comedy so that he can focus 
on his career as a serious stage actor. 

The former Blue Coat School pupil 
went on to become one of the nation’s 
best-loved comic presenters with his 
regular role at the helm of Comic Re¬ 
lief charity marathons. 

Drama 

He started his transition into high 
quality drama with an acclaimed per¬ 
formance in Othello in 2009 and is 
curently appearing at Birmingham’s 
Rep Theatre in a brand new play, 
called Rudy’s Rare Records. 

Based on a radio sitcom co-created 
by the actor/writer, it is a blend of 
drama and humour looking at family 
relations at a failing record shop. 

Lenny, who is now based in London, 
regularly visits his native West Mid¬ 
lands and is looking forward to the 
show, which runs until September 20, 
and marks his drama debut in the city 
where he spent much of his time as a 
youth. 

He said he was delighted to have 
earned the respect of audiences and 
critics alike for his work as a serious 
actor. This year he won a Critics Circle 
Theatre Award for his role in August 
Wilson’s American drama Fences. 

“Othello was a game changer. Who 
knew? Who knew?” he said. “I still 
love doing Delbert, Deakus, Theophi¬ 
lus and the bluesman. They are great 
characters and I still do those today. 
But what I’m more interested in now 


is storytelling. Comedy is a lottery, it’s 
either funny or it’s not and the audi¬ 
ence decide. 

“It’s tricky to be a comedian and I 
did it for 25 years. I’m very proud of 
the work that I did. 

“Comedy is definitely a young per¬ 
son’s game. Observational comedy is 
difficult. There’s only so many things 


you can notice and after a while you 
just become repetitive. I didn’t want 
to do that, so for me acting is the way 
forward.” 

He hasn’t ruled out an eventual re¬ 
turn to the stage as a stand-up. comic 
but has no plans for comedy work and 
is instead challenging himself with 
dramatic roles in the theatre.

Depressed driver crashed 
into back of car on purpose 


A DEPRESSED driver deliberately 
careered into the back of a car trav¬ 
elling in front of him, a judge heard. 

Father-of-three Colin Ford wanted to harm 
himself because life ‘was not worth living,’ 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. He had 
driven into a lamppost when in a similar state of 
mind two years earlier. 

The 32-year-old took his seat belt off, put his 
foot down and ploughed into the rear of the Re¬ 
nault Megane ahead of his VW Transporter van 
at The Embankment in Brierley Hill on July 4. 

Paul Reid, prosecuting, said the impact wrote 


off the car Robert Bloomer was driving. His 
passenger Natalia Farnsworth needed hospital 
treatment for whiplash and bruising. 

Mr Reid told the court: “The defendant was 
suffering from depression and wanted to harm 
himself.” Ford called police on his mobile phone 
and waited until they arrived to arrest him. 

Mr Shabeer Qureshi, defending, said: “He felt 
life was not worth living. It was a deliberate ac¬ 
tion but he only wanted to harm himself.” 

Ford, of Pleck Road, Walsall, who was 
uninjured in the collision, had suffered a 
panic attack while at the nearby Merry Hill 


Shopping Centre. Stress over the break up 
with the mother of his children triggered the 
mental problems from which he was suffering 
and for which he was now receiving treatment. 

Ford admitted dangerous driving. He was 
given a six-month prison sentence suspended 
under supervision for two years. He was also 
given a one-year driving ban and was ordered 
pay £450 compensation to Mr Bloomer. 

Recorder Marcus Tregilgas-Davey told him: 
“It is fortunate the injury to the two people in 
the car you hit were not more serious. Poten¬ 
tially they could have been fatal.”

STAIRWAYS are being built and timber 
roofing fitted at a new hotel and restau¬ 
rant being built in Stourbridge. 

The £6 million project to build the 80- 
bed Premier Inn and Brewers Fayre res¬ 
taurant in Birmingham Street is on track, 
according to site manager Mark Sabin.

Man, 44, was found 
hanged in woodland 

A MAN found hanged in woods killed himself following a 
minor family row, an inquest heard. A walker found the 
body of Carl Rutter, aged 44, at Little Iverley Covert near 
his Stourbridge home on June 11. 

Coroner’s officer Andrew Heathcote told the hearing in 
Cannock that Mr Rutter’s family suspected he had mental 
health issues. Pc David Fletcher said Mr Rutter had left his 
home in Lavender Lane after an argument with his stepson 
over a cupboard door that had been left open, on which he 
bumped his head. He also said Mr Rutter had been con¬ 
cerned about a solicitors’ letter he had received about a 
payment regarding his ex-partner. His wife Patricia and 
stepson became concerned when he did not return home. 

South Staffs Coroner Andrew Haigh said: “He went 
somewhere where he was likely to be found by someone. I 
am satisfied beyond reasonable doubt that he intended to 
kill himself and has done so.”

Poison reputation 
of notorious doctor 


History Book Reviews 


IT was a case that shocked 
Victorian England and put 
Rugeley on the map. 

Even now the tale of Dr William 
Palmer, aka the Prince of Poisoners, 
still sparks interest and debate — 158 
years on from his death on June 14 
1856, as a crowd of 30,000 bayed for 
his blood. 

Former journalist Stephen Bates 
gives his take on Palmer’s deeds. He 
was convicted of one murder, that of 
his friend John Parsons Cook, but was 
suspected of killing several more, most 
notably his wife and children. 

In The Poisoner: The Life and 
Crimes of Victorian England’s Most 
Notorious Doctor (Duckworth, hard¬ 
back £16.99), Bates leaves the readers 
to draw their own conclusion from his 
meticulous research. It is Bates’ abil¬ 
ity to conjure up that uncertainty that 
makes this such a compelling read. MS 

AN HISTORICAL epic with as much 
war, gore, deal making and double 
crossing as Game of Thrones, but it is 
historical fact rather than fantasy fic¬ 
tion that is the narrative in a new book 
which casts light on the Dark Ages. 

Peter Heather examines 600 years of 
history, spanning the period between 
the fall of the Roman Empire and the 
rise of the Papacy in The Restoration 
of Rome (Pan, paperback, £12.99). He 
looks at several great European lead¬ 
ers who tried to emulate the greatness 
of the Roman Empire. 

The last Roman Emperor of the 
West was still alive when the Goth 
warlord Theoderic made the first se¬ 
rious attempt to revive the glory of 
Rome with an empire stretching from 
Spain to Croatia. Though apparently 
able to slice an opponent in two with 
his sword, Theoderic turns out to have

been an astute politician. He was cer¬ 
tainly well-educated, having grown up 
in Constantinople as the guest/hostage 
of the Emperor of the Eastern Roman 
Empire, to ensure his father stayed on 
good terms. 

Medieval 

The Professor of Medieval History at 
King’s College London goes on to tell 
about others who tried to reignite the 
imperial flame, such as Justinian and 
Charlemagne, key figures from early 
European history who are little known 
to a modern audience. There is plenty 
of detail with all the footnotes a serious 
history buff could want but Professor 
Heather also keeps the tone light and 
engaging for the more casual reader. 

The White House is ablaze and the 
President and his wife only just had 
time to flee. And who is responsible...

If you think that America winning 
the War of Independence put an end 
to violent conflict between the United 
States and Britain, prepare to be sur¬ 
prised, because 30 years later the Lim¬ 
eys were back with a vengeance. 

Two hundred years ago, in August 
1814, Britain gave America a bloody 
nose in a confrontation that was to 
have a major impact on both nations, 
eventually turning bitter enemies into 
friends and allies.

20s through the eyes of six women 
who audaciously and daringly reinvent¬ 
ed themselves for a new era. These 
formidable ladies — Diana Cooper, 
Nancy Cunard, Tallulah Bankhead, Zel- 
da Fitzgerald, Josephine Baker and Ta¬ 
mara de Lempicka — were determined 
to do much more than look fashionable 
and dance the Charleston.

It’s pot luck in the search for 
family’s tick tock treasures 


THEY are family treasures worth 
more than £3,000 but were pre¬ 
sumed lost forever. That was until 
the five watches in question were 
found sealed in a ginger jar set to be 
sold off with a price tag of just £20. 

Owner Steven Bubb was ‘gob¬ 
smacked’ when friend and antiques 
dealer Phil Sims made the discovery. 

Mr Bubb had passed on the jar 
with several other items to be sold 
following a clear-out. 

The watches were last seen by 
the 58-year-old cider firm boss more 
than 10 years ago but went missing 
and were feared lost after fruitless 
searches through his home in Clent. 

Mr Bubb believed they had been 
misplaced by his mother Joan, who 
died three years ago, but it appears 
the Alzheimer’s sufferer had put 
them in the jar to keep them safe 
and then forgot all about them.

The watches meant so 
much and I had been really upset 
they had gone.”

Asbestos link with 
death of carpenter 

A FORMER carpenter died just two weeks after being 
diagnosed with an illness connected to working with as¬ 
bestos, an inquest heard. 

Leslie Cowley, 78, of Lightwoods Road, Stourbridge, 
died at New Cross Hospital, in Wolverhampton, with 
mesothelioma on May 11. 

Senior coroner for the Black Country Robin Balmain 
said a pathologist’s report found no asbestos fibres in 
his system but only a low level exposure to asbestos was 
enough to cause the disease. 

His wife Hazel told the inquest at Smethwick Coun¬ 
cil House that he had been a self-employed builder and 
carpenter. 

She said: “He never spoke to me about asbestos but 
he probably used it because he would take pieces out of 
old buildings.” 

His son Adrian, said: “It happened so quick. He went 
in for a heart operation and found this and in two weeks 
he was gone.” 

Mr Balmain recorded that Mr Cowley died from an 
industrial disease.

Fresh call to 
switch on 
the speed 
cameras 


SPEED cameras could be turned back on 
in the Black Country as the new police and 
crime commissioner pledged to work on 
cutting down the number of people killed 
and injured on the roads. 

David Jamieson said switching the fixed devices 
back one was one of his top priorities - despite West 
Midlands Police facing almost £100million of cuts 


over the next four years. 

The 67-year-old former 
Labour transport minis¬ 
ter said the cameras were 
proven to reduce fatalities 
on the roads and promised a 
fresh look at how pay for the 
cameras.

But he admitted it was 
unlikely all cameras would 
be turned back on, promis¬ 
ing only to turn on devices 
where there had been a 
casualty and the local com¬ 
munity wanted them. 

The pledge comes as a 
trial is being launched by 
the West Midlands Road 
Safety Partnership, which 
includes Birmingham City 
Council and West Midlands 
Police, for 12 fixed speed 
cameras in Birmingham. 

Mr Jamieson said: “From 
2001 to 2005, I was dealing 
with a road safety brief, we 
started to reel out cameras, 
with local people determin¬ 
ing where they wanted to 
cameras to go. 

“Unfortunately one of 
the first acts of the coalition 
Government was to stop 
that. The burden of costs fell 
with the police and councils 
and we ultimately saw the 
cameras switched off.

lihull have said we want 
cameras back and they are 
working with officers to see 
how we can fund those cam¬ 
eras and put them in areas 
where the local communi¬ 
ties say they are needed. 

“I am hoping we can even¬ 
tually find funding to put 
the cameras back in hous¬ 
ing across the West Mid¬ 
lands, including the Black 
Country, where people need 
them.” 

Mr Jamieson said money 
raised by speeding motor¬ 
ists taking driver awareness 
courses could be spent on 
turning on some of the cam¬ 
eras. 

He added: “The culture 
on the road has changed - 
people now see speeding as 
unacceptable, when perhaps 
in the past it wasn’t looked 
on so badly. 

“A lot of people are ex¬ 
tremely responsible but this 
is about making it difficult 
for those going too fast on 
our roads.” 

Mr Jamieson took over 
from the late Bob Jones as 
police and crime commis¬ 
sioner. He was voted in at 
a by-election which had a 
10.41 per cent turn-out.

Cilia spots her chance 
to live the dream 


A fter winning a Bafta for her 
performances as the wife of a 
Great Train Robber in Mrs 
Biggs, you might think that starring 
in TV biopics held no fear for 
Sheridan Smith. 

But then, not many people were 
familiar with the real Charmian 
Biggs, whereas Smith’s latest role 
sees her playing one of the most 
famous women on British telly - 
Cilia Black. 

So, it’s not surprising the 
actress admits to being 
apprehensive about taking it on. 

She says: “The drama is slightly 
more daunting because Cilia is so 
well known. And it’s daunting 
thinking what Cilia will make of your 
performance.” 

Even though she knows viewers 
will be comparing her to the genuine 
article, it seems Sheridan has 
resisted the temptation to slip in a 
lorra, lorra catchphrases. 

“The director Paul Whittington and 
I talked for a long time. We didn’t 
want it to be a mimic of Cilia. I’m not 
an impersonator and that would be

doing her a disservice. It’s done with 
much more respect than that.” 

Of course, it also helps that when 
the three-part drama opens in the 
early 1960s, the artist formerly 
known as Priscilla White is still a 
secretary with a sideline in 
performing on Liverpool’s club 
scene alongside such local 
sensations as the Big Three, 
Kingsize Taylor and a certain bunch 
of hopefuls called the Beatles. 

Sheridan says: “One of the great 
things about telling this story is that 
some of the younger generation 
have no idea about Cilia’s singing 
career. They know Blind Date and 
Surprise Surprise onwards. This is 
the time of Merseybeat - what an 
exciting era.” 

Writer Jeff Pope also explores the 
singer’s relationships with two of the 
most important men in her life - her 
future husband Bobby, and her 
manager, Brian Epstein. 

Sheridan says: “Cilia wrote 
something in her autobiography 
which I thought was such a lovely 
thing... Bobby said‘Every 


successful woman needs a good 
man behind her.’ When Cilia said 
she thought it was the other way 
around, Bobby replied, ‘So? Why 
shouldn’t we break the mould?”’ 

However, it seems she didn’t get 
off to the most promising start with 
the man who would go on to be the 
love of her life. When the would-be 
pop star first meets Bobby (Aneurin 
Barnard), he tells her he’s in the 
music business, so she’s put out to 
later discover he’s lied about his job, 
and that even his flash car is hired. 

Fortunately, he gets a second 
chance to prove his worth, but will 
Cilia get off to a better start with 
impresario Epstein (Ed Stoppard) 
when she lands an audition? 

It seems there’s just one person’s 
approval that Sheridan is hoping for 
- Cilia’s. 

“We went to dinner and I was so 
nervous. When you’ve grown up 
watching someone on telly you just 
hope they’re going to be as nice as 
they come across. And she was. 

She gave me her blessing and I just 
hope she likes it.”

New car buyers are moving 
back towards petrol engines 
after years of diesel domina¬ 
tion, if Ford’s latest sales fig¬ 
ures are any guide.
